It was explained at the Embassy 
that the return of the Ambassador 
was initiated neither by himself nor 

government, that the Viscount 
and the Tokio Foreign Office be- 
came mutually convinced from the 
interchange of cabled. views daily 
that a personal conference on a 
number of matters ia advisable. The 
embassy was at pains to emphasize 
however, that there is no friction 
between the American and Japanese 


figovernments which might account 


for the move. 

“Relations between America and 
Japan are as the blue sky,” said an 
embassy official. 

RELATIONS PLEASANT.

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PARIS SITUATION 
(Resume by the Associated Press.) 


A sharp forward stride toward an 


early peace has been taken. The 
council of four in Paris has formally 
inviled Germany to send delegates to 

Versailles April 25, there fo hear the 
verdict of the Entente Allies and as- 
sociated powers and the sentence they 
have imposed upon her for having set 
the world aflame. 

The general opinion in Paris seemg 
to be that Germany may endeavor to 
haggle over the hard terms and try 
fo secure a diminution in their sever- 
ity, but that within a relatively short 
time the delegates will bow to the in- 
evitable and sign the compact. Ad- 
vices from London are to the effect 
that the terms of the peace treaty will 
not be made pu' ~ until they have 
been delivered to ... Gérmans.

Cervantes said he was a graduate 
of Chapultepec Military Academy 
with honors, was sent by President 
Madero to study aeronautics in the 
French army, acted as an officer- 
instructor in the French Flying 
Corps, for which service he was 
decorated, and, returning to Mexico 
after President Madero was killed, 
acted as Chief of Staff and Minister 
in the provisional President’s Cab- 
inet under the Aguascalientes con- 
vention of 1915, to which he was a 
delegate from the army of Sonora. 
Col. Cervantes stated he owned a 
home valued at 30,000 pesos in 
Mexico City, an interest in an estate 
valued at 800,000 pesos in Mexico, 
and other property, all of which, he 
said, had been confiscated by Gen. 
Pablo Gonzales. He added that he 
had been driving a jitney bus in El 
Paso for three years prior to his 
arrest. He reviewed the history of 
the Carranza-Villa break and denied 
he had ever served with Villa after 
that time.
